L ondon 
, March ¡5, —la the houss of com­ 
mons Monday afternoon Sir J ames Fergus- 
son, under foreign secretary, in answer to a 
question regarding the reported attempt to 
assassinate the czar, said the government had 
been informed that some persons had been 
arrested at St. Petersburg having ex plosives 
in their possession. 
The prisoners were ar­ 
rest *i while in their rooms, which fronted 
on the route taken by the czx r and imperial 
family to the memorial services which were 
held Sunday, 
the six th annivorsary 
of 
the death of his imperial father. 
It transpires that t)ie conspiracy against 
the life of the czar is of a more portentous 
nature than even the firmest believers in the 
reported plot supposed. 
The plot bad among 
its originators and supporters a vast number 
of persons scattered throughout Russia, em ­ 
bracing men and women of evory grade, 
from noble to peasant. 
The situation is re­ 
garded as very serious and a large number 
of arrests have been made. This.information 
comes from a source that is regarded as ab­ 
solutely trustworthy. 
The London Times and The Berlin Tage- 
hlatt have both received telegrams in cipher 
stating that an attempt was made to assas­ 
sinate the czar and czarina by the ex plosion 
of dynamite bombs. 
The attempt was not 
successful, howevor, and the dispatch to the 
Tageblajtt says the leader of the assassins 
was arrested and is now Imprisoned ill the 
Fortress Peter and Paul. 
Tho Daily Telegraph 
says a party of 
Nihilists who bail been condemned to ex ile 
recently attacked a mail coach near Tschita, 
shot the coachmau and guards « lead, and 
stole 117,000 roubles, 40,000 of which were in 
gold. 
Ht. Petkr.hutmfi, March 15.—Six students, 
each having ex plosives in his possession, 
wore arrested in Newski Prospect Sunday. 
They had evidently been assigned to stations 
along the street and wore awaiting tho pas­ 
sage of the czar. 
V i e n n a, 
March 15. —It is stated that a 
plot has been « liscovered in Russia involving 
land owners and traders, whose object is to 
overthrow the government. 
The conspiracy 
is in no way connected with the plots of the 
Nihilists.
